Where no grain 
crop is expected, oats may be 
heavily grazed until time for pre- 
paring land for succeeding crops.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—It was as 


far back as last July that the first 
idea of a De Gaulle expedition to 
Dakar Senegal, began to take 
shape. It was known then that 
groups of German and Italian of- 
ficials had gone to Dakar by air- 
plane and that, little by little, they 
had assumed key positions in the 
administration of the French col- 
ony. 

Dakar represents one of the 
most important points in the 
French colonial empire, since it Is 
the gateway to the whole of the 
enormous Hinterland of French 
equatorial Africa. Dakar is the 
outlet for equatorial exports, and 
the territory around and behind 
it has to import all necessary 
goods through that port. 

Since the British naval oper- 
ation at Dakar early in July, when 
the French battleship Richelieu 
was disabled, the port has been 
closely blockaded and so its dif- 
ficulties of existence grew from 
day to day. General Charles de 
Gaulle’s operations came as a re- 
sult of appeals from the popula- 
tion to do something to relieve a 
situation which had become in- 
tolerable, and this correspondent 
can say that the rebuff which De 
Gaulle received there came as a 
considerable surprise. 

It is emphasized here that the 
statement made by the German 
radio that Dakar is an open town 
is preposterous. The _ place 1s 
strongly defended and it is owing 
to the desire of General de Gaulle 
not to shed French blood, in at- 
tacking what practically amounts 
to a fortress, that a halt in the 
operations was ordered.

William H. Glenn 

A long, happy and well-rounded career 
ended Tuesday with ,the passing of William 
H. Glenn, one of a family which had long been 
outstanding in Georgia. 

Son of a Methodist minister, the noted Dr. 
Wilbur Glenn, he made his own way from the 
first. He was a member of Georgia Tech’s 
second graduating class, in 1891. He found a 
place with the street car company of that time 
and rose from repair man to master mechanic 
—and finally to vice president and general 
manager of the tremendously enlarged prop- 
ertiés. 

But not all his career was devoted to trans- 
portation. After 1920 he headed a large cot- 
ton compress company and vas interested in 
many other important enterprises. 

William H. Glenn, however, was never too 
busy to play; to take enthusiastic interest in 
matters outside of business. He was especially 
fond of the Rotary Club, which he twice serv- 
ed as president. He was devoted to the Geor- 


- gia School of Technology and one of its most 


generous alumni. He was a member of St. 
Mark Methodist church, though he had joined 
members of his family in building that beau- 
tiful tribute to the memory of his father, the 
Glenn Memorial church at Emory University. 

The passing cf William H. Glenn is mourn- 
ed by many men in many walks of life. He 
was always genial, always interested in At- 
lanta’s progress, always quick to lend a help- 
ing hand. He was one of the type of citizens 
who have made Atlanta what she is.

BOMBERS FOR BRITAIN WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Cer- 


tain influential advisers of Wen- 
dell L. Willkie are strongly urging him to try the effect of out- 
Roosevelting Roosevelt by declaring for immediate transfer to Great 
Britain of a number of the flying fortresses now so desperately 
needed by the R. A. F. The Republican candidate is notably inde- 
pendent of his entourage, accepting suggestions amiably enough, 
but using only his own judgment to weigh them. He is reported, 
however, to be giving friendly and careful consideration to the plan 
for taking the aid-for-Britain ball from his rival. 

The United States army now has slightly more than 50 of the 
flying fortresses. Because of their immense range and load capac- 
ity, the huge bombers are precisely the type most necessary to the 
British for carrying the war into Germany. By a rearrangement 
of the production schedules, the army already has made it possible 
for the British to get five new fortresses during the next six 
months. What the Willkie advisers would like their leader to do is 
to proclaim that this is insufficient, and to demand that the pro- 
gram of the William Allen White committee, for transfer to Britain 
of 25 of the existing flying fortresses, be promptly acted upon. 


DILEMMA OF. WILLKIE The first question raised by the 

possibility that Willkie will accept 
the advice being pressed upon him is, what would be the practical 
effect of such action on his part? The army airmen, who have not 
lost their conviction that Germany is due for an early victory, are 
opposed, generally speaking, to letting any of the fortresses go. 
The President, onthe other hand, has expressed himself frankly 
and enthusiastically in favor in numerous private talks. Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull, Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson and 
every other administration leader whose opinion would matter are 
all understood to share the President’s inclination to meet Britain’s 
need quickly and generously. 

It is distinctly possible that Willkie will have to act rapidly in 
the matter if he wishes to get ahead of the President, for there are 
recurring and impressively authenticated reports of another Anglo- 
American deal, covering both 25 flying fortresses and an almost 
equal number of the navy’s flying boats. As yet the President has 
held back, because public opinion holds planes more vital to Ameri- 
can defense than ships, and because it is hardly possibie to make 
the new bargain so extraordinarily attractive as the last one. 

From a practical standpoint, the risk in Willkie’s advocating 
action in the matter is that the President might refuse to follow 
Willkie’s lead. Some Willkieites, opposed to boldness, are telling 


the. Republican candidate that by speaking out he will only hurt’ 


the British cause, reminding him that when he demanded the ap- 
pointment of an authoritative chairman of the Defense Advisory 
Council, the President reversed his already-reached decision to do 
just that. In this instance, however, it seems unlikely that presi- 
dential human nature would triumph over the strong presidential 
inclination’ to strike a blow for Britain whenever the opportunity 


offers. 


RUNNING WITH THE BALL No one can forecast Willkie’s 


ultimate decision. Whatever it 
may be, however, it will be extremely significant, for the flying 
fortress issue again presents, in dramatic form, the central puzzle 
of the Willkie campaign. This is whether to out-Roosevelt the 
President on foreign policy, as he is now being urged to do, or to 
continue his present system of agreeing with the President in prin- 
ciple, criticizing his methods, and avoiding controversial commit- 
ments. 

In that he has so far resisted the temptation to abandon his 
convictions and go along wholeheartedly with the isolationists, Will- 
kie,has already shown himself to be more of a man of principle 
than about 90 per cent of the politicians in the country. Yet, if 
the destroyer incident may be taken as typical, his present system 
has not worked very well. When the transfer of the destroyers to 
Britain first became an issue, Willkie had a God-given opportunity 
to act jointly with the President in the matter. He was urged to 
seize upon it by the same advisers who would now have him speak 
for transfer of the flying boats. Warned by others that the oppor- 
tunity was a Rooseveltian trap, he let it slip. He then found him- 
self condemned to the unpleasant role of the barely-listened-to 
critic of methods, while the President garnered all the glory of 
the man who did the deed. 

Polls, spot checks by. politicians, editorial expressions by news- 
papers and all other available indications point toward the con- 
clusion that aid for Britain is becoming better and: better politics 
by the day, as the British people demonstrate anew every 24 hours 
their magnificent courage and strength of will. After the Chicago 
convention, the President told two of the men closest to him that 
his only fear for the campaign was that Willkie might “take the 
ball and run with it.” Thg flying fortress issue gives Willkie what 
is likely to be his last chance to decide whether to test the effect 
of such a course.

ALL DAY ON A TRAIN EXCELSIOR, Mo., Sept. 25.—We 


rode for 25 hours on the train. I 
like planes better and a plane could have done it in less than a 
fourth of the time, but it was a good day on the train. 

Most of the time it rained. There were intervals when there 
wasn’t any rain and people were working in the fields, and in the 
little towns the life went on as usual. 

Trains literally are close to the life of America. In most of the 
small towns across Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama and Tennessee 
into Missouri, the trains ran right alongside the rows of the un- 
painted, dreary shacks which always seem to be alongside rail- 
road tracks as they move into and out of cities and towns. 

Because of the rain the porches were filled with children and 
women, sitting in straight chairs or rocking in an occasional rocker. 
Most of the faces had that set, passive look which those faces 
always have. Once, on a porch near Jasper, Ga., a woman with 
her bare feet on the porch rail, wiggled her toes and waved at the 
passengers as the train slid to a short stop. 

The towns need paint and cleaning and planning but they look 
better now than they did in 1932 and 1933. In Birmingham the 
steel-plant chimneys smoked, and in all the towns where factorie- 
could be seen people were working. America is still young and 
raw and still to learn there was never a need to build slum sec 
tions, never a reason why there must be rows of dreary, unpainted 
shacks with broken windows and patched roofs. We were in a hurry 
when we created so much of our ugliness. 


THE FIELDS WERE BETTER We have so much land in this 


country. One can ride across 


it for days. Looking out the train windows, one sees fields of 
corn and grasses, of cotton and clover. 

But one also sees the washed-out fields; the lost fields where 
the gulleys are showing red gashes; where the bushes are begin- 
ning to take over. 

One sees, too, the deserted farm houses where once some tenant 
or sharecropper lived before the going got too tough or before the 
tractors made him an uneconomic factor on the land. 

They, too, are a part of our story and our hurry, those log or 
plank shacks which lean drunkenly on some barren rise of ground 4 
with the traces of old furrows still to be seen in the bushes and 
the weeds. 

The cities got most of those who once lived in those shacks. 
Relief rolls, the WPA, the welfare agencies, they know them well. 
Their children go hungry in the cities. Their problems become 
those of the Community Chest, of the charity hospitals, of the 
records of crime and, occasionally; of vice. _ 

Looking at the empty doors and windows, at the smokeless 
chimneys as the train goes by on a long, rainy day, one can say, 
“I know your story, old houses. You are a monument to lone- 
liness and to another one of our failures.” 

The goldenrod looked warm and yellow in the rain. Not many 
leaves are turning into the colors of fall. Until the rain came, the 
dry, stubborn heat of fall hung on and there was a haze of pollen- 
ized air over the distant fields and hills. At some of the dusty, 
unpainted small stations, there were men in uniforms waiting for 
trains. There will be more of them soon. 

Walking through the train, as evening came on, one could stop 
on the vestibules and smell the rain, the earth, and now and then 
the nostalgic odor of wood smoke from some farm hearth or 
kitchen where a warm fire burned and food steamed and bubbled 
in pots. 


THE LIGHTS COME ON When dusk came, the Pullman 


cars came to life. Persons who had 
been sleeping sat up and stared about the car, smothering yawns. 

Four men who had been discussing a convention to which they 
were going, looked at their watches, rang for the porter and gave 
an order—from their bags came Scotch and Irish whisky. The 
porter came with the tall glasses and ice and bottled water. A cork 
was pulled and for a moment there was the smell of peat smoke 
in the car. 

A woman picked up a detective story magazine and resumed 
reading. A man who had been sleeping opened his bag, got out 
his shaving kit and moved off to the washroom. A young man and 
his wife took out letters and reread them, arguing over some point 
in the letters. 

Soon there was Memphis and then the train moved on over the 
big river. It was time for dinner, and the dining car was a bright, 
moving segment of life where silverware clattered and conversation 
filled the car. 

Later on there were the swaying curtains, the quiet lights of 
the sleeper. Most of the curtain spaces were dark, but here and 
there were lights where some sleepless person read a book or 
magazine, 

Far up ahead, as some crossing was reached, one could hear the 
mournful voice of the train’s whistle cutting across the night. 

Up in the men’s washroom, in a reek of cigar and cigaret smoke, 
a few men sat late and argued about Roosevelt and Willkie. 

A full day had passed on the train.

Doctors Report 
Greater Safety 
In Factory Life 


Dr. Frank K. Boland 
Pays Tribute to Dr.

life work it is to try to put them- 
selves out of work looked the in- 
dustrial surgeon’s problem in the 
eye here yesterday and observed 
progress in many directions. 

They found that life in fac- 
tories has been made much safer 
than life outside and that much 
of their efforts is being turned 
to improving the non-employed 
existence of industrial workers.

These weight standstills are al-|

is lost that the average reducer 
gives up. That’s why there are 
so-many overweights! But if you 
'can manage to hold out you will 
eventually see an abrupt decline 
in your weight. 

The scales to the contrary, you 
_are making progress every day 
It’s 
a physiological law that if you 
keep your daily calories below the 
number you use in energy you are 
forced to draw on stored fat. 


There are several explanations 
for this lull in losing. Perhaps 
you have taken off all the soft, 
easy-to-lose fat. Or perhaps your 


‘system is economizing on energy. 


After several weeks on a diet your 
system adjusts to the lower food 


intake and you actually require | 
‘less food. 


In order to resume 
losing it may be necessary to fur- 
ther lower the calories—say from 
1,200 to 1,000 per day. Now that 
you are accustomed to your diet 
this cut should not seem very 
drastic.
